Able lawyers con- 
ducted the case on both sides. The enormity of 
the offense appears in the fact that 113 explosions 
destroyed over a : score of lives and property to 
the value of $3,500,000. 

Law-abiding members of labor unions have 
even more reason to rejoice in the conclusion of 
the case than the general public, It puts an end 
to intolerable conditions which reached a horrible 
climax in the Los Angeles crime, It supplies a 
strong check on reckless and unscrupulous lead- 
ers and members of labor unions who might, with- 
out this lesson and warning, be tempted to acts 
of lawlessness and violence. 

The close of these dynamite trials should sug- 
gest to both employers and labor leaders the wis- 
dom' of examining their methods and purposes. 
Responsibility for conditions that lead to crime 
and violence is divided. It is a good time to 
clean up and seek a better understanding and to 
adopt the rule of reason—the mode of peace and 
civilization.

_., The Money Trust. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


The trusts and the powerful corporations aro 


beginning to engage the serious attention of the 
American people. The investigation now in prog- 
ress reveals many significant facts, principally 
that the. money and credits of this country are 
eentrolled.and dominated by a few powerful men 
acting through the directorates that are inter- 
Ircked in such a way to retain control of the 
powerful banking institutions and affiliated cor- 
porations. A careful analysis discloses the fact 
that their pernicious and puissant control is only 
maintained by having a group of men that serve 
on the various directorships, or who act as a vot- 
ing trust, and in each instance maintain the con- 
trol of the individual corporations. For the same 
reason the decrees of the Supreme Court of the 
United States ordering the dissolution of the large 
trusts have apparently been ineffectual. The cor- 
porations ag legal entities may have no tangible 
connection with each other, yet if the same men 
ere directors in the various corporations there is 
that unanimity and concord of action that results 
in monopoly and combination: 

It will be remembered that the Hon. John Mar- 
shall, Chief, Jugtice of the. United States Supreme 
Court, had many recondite and complex questions 
to consider In construing the’ Federal Constitution 
and particularly so in defining the status of a 
crrporation and the rights of Congress to 
create and control these’. anomalous enti-

a legal entity, existing only in contemplation of 
law and subject to the control of the power which 
crease it. The states, therefore, it seems could 
correct many abuses complained of by providing 
that any director of one corporation should not be 
eligible to serve on the board of any other cor- 
roration aud to provide further that in the event 
that the same director, interest or agency should 
be found to be identical with that of any other di- 
rector, interest or agency, serving on the board 
of some other corporation, whether directly or in- 
directly, by means ofa dummy director ora pool or 
voting trust, then the charter of such company 
should be vold and provisions made for the ap- 
pointment of a receiver to settle up the affairs of 
the offending corporation, or to disintegrate the 
managing control in such a way as to preserve a 
differentiating identity in substance and in fact. 

It would seem that Congress might also Have a 
similar provision inserted In the Sherman Anti- 
Trust Act, or by virtue of its control of the affairs 
of interstate commerce to make such provisions.

Insuring the Reckless Motorist.

Many arguments are advanced by those who 
oppose the suggestion that reckless automobile 
driving will decrease if owners of cars are not 
allowed to carry Mability insurance. Some of the 
reasons afe well worth weighing. They may, 
indeed, be convincing. 

Factory Mability insurance, however, is not ex- 
actly a parallel. Such protection in a power plant 
ls withheld, for instance, until it has been shown 
that not only are the boilers and engines worthy. 
but also that they have been equipped with such 
safety devices as make disaster impossible should 
the engineers and firemen desert their posts. No 
liability insurance is granted upon paskenger 
elevators unless they meet certain requirements 
for automatic regulation. 

In many shops where machines are In operation 
inaurance companies demand that exposed gears 
be encased, that flywheels be protected and that 
many other precautions shell be taken for the 
safety of employes before a policy is written. 

Acidenta, then when they happen, almost always 
are the result of defects which the human mind 

could not discern. Assume that there is an in- 
ternal weakness in the metal of « boiler. An ex- 
plosion happens. It is this possiblity of an ac- 
cident which the insurance company underwrites, 
and the lability is a proper one.

So Bergson ought to approve of Amer- 
ica. Americans live and do not respond; 
they act and are happy tn the act of 
creating. He may surmise that our cre- 
ation ts not sufficiently varied or subtle, 
that the activity of America tends to 
mononony in production; but funda- 
mentally he ought to find us what he 
approves. 





FOUR SAUCES OF THE CHEFS.

A Frenchman has declared that “man 
has created the culinary art; he does 
not eat like an animal—he breakfasts, 
dines and sups."’ 

The French are particularly eloquent 
on the subject of sauces. Among their 
famous chefs are recognized four great 
sauces: Spanish, Veloute, Bechamel and 
German. The Spanish and Veloute were 
known as far back as the seventeénth 
century. In the eighteenth they were 
modified by the masters of cookery, par- 
ticularly by Careme, who was called 
“the Raphael of the kitchen.”’ 

The Spanish sauce is composed of 
juices extracted from a mixture of ham, 
veal, chicken and pheasant. Veloute is 
similar, but is not colored. Bechamel 
ia Veloute to which cream has been 
added, and the German sauce is Veloute 
plus the yolks of eggs.

ENGLISH PLEA. 
London Writer Frankly Says Successor to 


Reid Must Be a Social Lion or En- 
gland Will Be Disappointed.

LONDON, Dec, 28.—That it is the duty as well 
as to the interest of the United States to send 
another Ambassador here to play a great and 
costly social part in English society, as Whitelaw 
Reid did, is frankly proclaimed by Sydney Brooks 
in the Daily Mail. He thinks “the majority of 
Americans who reside or travel in Europe are 
enormously gratified by the sight of the Am- 
bagsadors resplendently housed and maintaining 
& generous social style.” 

They don’t want their representatives to reside 
anywhere but in Park Lane or the Carleton House 
Terrace of the capital. to which they are accred- 
ited: It gives them real pleasure to feel that the 
American Ambassador is more than holding his 
own and that on al] occasions of public and sem!i- 
private display and in all the outward embellish- 
ments of life he is able to play an elegant and 
conspicuous, even a brilliant part. 

“The last three American Ambassadors here have 
been men of large private means,” he continues, 
“which they spend ungrudgingly in their coun- 
try’s service. They have accustomed both En- 
elish and Americans to @ certain scale and style 
of doing things, and the transition from the mil- 
lionaire to the man of moderate means would un- 
doubtedly entail a certain amount of social, polit- 
teal and personal inconvenience and unfairness.” 

The meaning of this is that under Whitelaw 
Reid, Dorchester House was the scene of the most 
sergeous and costly entertainments of London 
society, and London society will feel the loss 
keenly if the new Ambassador is a man of simpler 
tastes and smaller purse. 

Mrs. Whitelaw Reid is expected back from 
America early in March to settle up her affairs in 
Dorchester House and hand the house over to her 
landlord, Col. Halford. If Mrs. Reid remains in 
London longer than the end of Merch, it will be 
with her daughter, Mrs. John Ward, at Dudley 
House, Park Lane, but will probably go to the 
Riviera.

ROME, Dec. 28.—Extraordinary revelations are 
made of the mode of life of Francis Charles of 
Bourbon, Prince of Capua, who is 75 and has lived 
@ madman’s life for 40 years in the Villa Marlla 
Capannori. 

For several years now he has not spoken, hav- 
ing apparently been struck deaf and dumb in an 
&popilectic seizure. Every morning at 8, a servant 
knocks at the door of the Prince’s bed chamber 
and hurriedly places the breakfast tray—e sumpt- 
ueus repast—through a sliding window inside 
the room. 

The Prince jumps out of bed naked, throws a 
tega around his shoulders, and hides till the do- 
mestic has disappeared. He cannot bear anyone to 
nee him. He has neither shaved, had his hair cut, 
Washed nor cut his n@ils within the’ memory of 
his oldest retainers, Formerly, if he saw anyone 
approaching him, he would make hideous noises, 
but nowadays, unable to give vent to his feelings 
thus, he claws the sir in front of him and lashes 
cut with his fists, though the intruders may be 
100 yards or more away. 

But the most remarkable performance takes ef- 
fect after breakfast. Day after day, year in and 
year out, no matter what the’ weather is like, the 
unfortunate old man rushes stark naked out of the 
rom, down the corridor, across the terrace of the 
villa to a chair.

Art 
Museum might be established if the 
beulevard scheme be worked out by 
a‘landscape gardener. He said .that 
some method of conveyance is nedes- 
sary to reach the Art Museum, which 
is within reach of only those--who 
have automobiles or who enjoy a long 
walk.

Children 12 to 14 Years Old in

NEW LONDON, Conn., Dec. 28.— 


Edwin R. Williams and John Haul- 
isch, both aged and prominent citi- 


zens Of Mystic, Conn., near here, end- 
ed. their lives within the last. 24 
hours, to.escape arrest on various 
charge .of assaulting. little girls. 
Three other citizens were held for| 
trial on like charges. More arrests 
are expected both here and at Groton. 

Fer several weeks detectives have 
gathered evidence against well- 
known men of Mystic and vicinity 
for‘attacks upon girls from 12 to 14 
years old, and they have also been 
investigating other circumstances in- 
volving boys. The names of the 
youths have not been made public. 
State policemen had warrants for the 
two men who killed themselves. 

The girls in the case have been 
regular motion picture theater-goers 
and daily solicited small contribu- 
tions from various merchants in the 
village of Mystic and. vicinity. 

Jumps From a Window. 

Haulisch, who ran a delicatessen 
shop in Greenmanville, jumped from 
a window, breaking his neck and dy- 
ing instantly. Williams was found 
hanging from his dining room door- 
way. He was 78 years old, a carpen- 
ter, an had been prominent in Grand 
Army circles.

Physician Discloses Patient's 
Admissions to Prosecutor 
and Arrest Follows. 


TRENTON, N. J., Dec. 28.—William| 
Atzenholfer, 28 years old, confessed dur- 








ing a dGelirlum that he was the man 


who waylaid Miss Luella Marshall on! 
the roadway Dec. 3, attacked her and 
caused her death a week later. He was 
arrested today and, according to Prose- 
cutor Crossly, when confronted with a 
written report of what he said, ad- 
mitted that it was true. 

The prisoner was formerly employed 
on a dairy farm near the scene of the 
attack on the outskirts of the city. Ac- 
cording to the prosecutor, Atzenholfer 
said he had attacked, Miss Marshall by 
mistake, thinking she was someone else. 

The phnysicfan who heard his ravings 
told the prosecutor and the latter took 
a detective to the house where Atzen- 
holfer lay ill. They went into an ad- 
joining room and while the doctor 
talked with his patient about the crime, 
they took down what he said. 

Atzenholfer was arraigned before a 
justice of the peace, and held without 
bail on a charge .of murder, to await the 
action of the January grand jury. 

Prosecutor Crossley said Atzenholfer 
denied that robbery was his motive, and 
added that the prisoner said he did not 
Giscover he had mistaken the woman 
in the darkness for a man against whom 
he had a grievance until after he had 
struck her on the head with a piece of 
lead pipe.

Under New System, Then 
Refuses to Appear. 





Miss Jessie O'Neil, 4470 Westminster 
place, enjoys the distinction of being the 
first woman to avoid arrest under the, 
police “identification card’’ system and

Policeman Not Surprised.

He re- 
called her blunt remark when he served 
her with a summons Friday evening 
and convinced that she had kept her 
word, he reported the fact to the City 
Attorney, who promptly tssued the reg- 
ular Police Court summons. . 

Burns told reporters that he halted 
Miss O’Neil as she was motoring along 
Washington avenue, between Newstea! 
and Taylor aventes. Tho rear lights on 
her machine were not burning, he said, 
“nd she was driving in the middle of 
the street instead of at the side, as re- 
quired by traffic regulations. 

Miss O’Neill, after 20 years spent as a 
nun, decided five years ago that she was 
not temperamentally fitted for the som- 
ber life, as she expressed it, and re- 
turned to her large circle of friends.

Former Governor Urges: That 
Scope of Present Measures 
Be Widened. 


Former Gov. Joseph W. Folk, inter- 
viewed yesterday by a Post-Dtspatch 
reporter on the latest phases of the 
home rule discussion, suggested that 
the home rule movement should take 
a wider scope. He said it should in- 
clude measures to give St. Louis the 
power to own and operate public util- 
ities and to construct a subway. 
| State legislation, as well as amend- 
ment of the city charter, is required 
in order to give the city these powers. 
Bills for this purpose have been before 
past Legislatures, but have failed, and 
a constitutional amendment to empower 
the city to build a subway was defeated 
at the polls two years ago. 

In his recént speech at the City Club, 
Folk criticised the Business Men’s 
League home rule bills because. they 
did not give the Governer the power 
of removal. Harry B. Hawes, speaking 
on the same topic at the City Club 
Friday, said he and other members of 
the committee in charge of. the bills 
favored amending them in this respect. 
He said he had so informed Folk he- 
fore Folk spoke at the City Club. Hawes 
also read from a speéch made by Folk 
nearly nine years ago, at Mexico, Mo., 
| strongly advocating the home rule prin- 
ciple. 

Herbert 8S. Bigelow, chairman of the 
Ohio constitutional convention, in an 
article which. recently appeared on the 
editorial page of the Post-Dispatch, 
treated the public utilities question as 
the matter of most importance in con- 
nection with home rule. He regarded 
questions of police administration as 
being, in comparisen, of secondary im- 
portance, 

Tells What Hawes Said, 

In regard to these matters, former 
Gov. Folk said yesterday: * 

“‘Last September I attended the Dem- 
ocratic convention at Jefferson City, and 
urged the adoption of a provision in the 
home rule plank giving the Governor 
power of removal of derelict officials. 
This was, it will be remembered, seem- 
ingly acquiesced in by the opposition, 
but in the committee the proposition was 
bitterly fought and defeated. Neither 
the Democratic nor Republican plat- 
forms contained this right of recall, 
the Progressive platform alone, of the 
three leading parties adopted it. In a 
number of speeches in the State I in- 
sisted that without this, instead of home 
rule there would be no rule. 

“Three weeks‘ago Mr. Hawes told Gov. 
Major and myself, what no doubt he has 
told many others, in effect, that his 
committee was divided, but he favored 
accepting the amendment giving the 
Governor removal authority because he 
did not think the bills could pass other- 
wise. 

“The measures he was advocating did 
not give this power of removal at that 
time, and do not now, so far as I know 
or have heard. When I spoke before 
the City Club some weeks later, the 
bills had not been amended in that 
respect, and «there: {is no definite as- 
surance that they will be, for, according 
to Mr. Hawes’ speech yesterday, his 
committee ts still divided. If the amend- 
ment advocated ia incorporated in the 
pill, I shall be glad, but it should not be 
taken for granted that it will be until 
it 1s. The proposition ts still a proper 
subject of debate and discussion. 

Theory and Practice. 

“The Mexico speech of Jan. 9, 1904, cor- 
rectly represented my views at that 
time, as applied to conditions then ex- 
isting. So far es the theory of home 
rule goes, it still holds good. My ideas, 
however, as to the particu’ar measures 
now before the public, were fully ex- 
pressed in my City © » address. *This 
states my views mvure accurutely, &s 
‘applied to present conditions, than the 
speech of nine years 4g 

‘Why is it home rule is being demand- 
ed only with regard to swhjects related 
to the enforcement of the liquor, gam- 
bling and election laws? There :s more 
in the principle of home rule than these 
things. Why, for instance, should not 
the people of St. Louis have the right 
to own and operate their own public 
utilities? Why should not the pdeop'e of 
St. Louls have the power to construct 
subways for transportation purposes to 
relieve the cofigestion In traffic? It fs 
not a question whether it ts feasible for 
St. Loufs to own {ts own public utili- 
ties, but whether the people of St. I ouls 
should not have the right to determine 
this question for themselves. Let vs 
have home rule—real home rule of the 
right kind. Unshackle the fetters that 
bind the city to private monopoiy, and 
make St. Louis free.

Tid Subk Slatin 46 & cinta. ben bok’ 
a notable one from the viewpoint of 
good roads enthusiasts in many direc- 
tions. It would be noteworthy if there 
were nothing else to record than the 
action of many states in making lib- 
eral road appropriations. 

New York tops the list with the $650,- 
900,000 bond issue, added to its previous 
appropriation of an equal amount. 
Pennsylvania follows with a proposed 
$50,000,000 appropriation which there is 
assurance Will be favorably acted upon 
by its State Legislature. In California 
an $18,000,000 bond issue is now being 
expended, in Maine the $2,000,000 bond 


-lissue has been authorMzed, to be met 


by the automobile fees; smaller appro- 
priations in other states all point to 
a vast betterment in road conditions 
in the next few years. The defeat of 
the $60,000,000 bond issue in Ohio is the 
only discouraging feature of the yea”, 
and even this,* say Ohio good roads 
advocates, is certain to be reconsidered 
in the near future. 

Of the many conventions held dur- 
ing the year, two are especially note- 
worthy. The American Road Congress 
at Atiantie City brought together road 
builders and road users in enthusiastic 
co-operation. Most tmpertant, howev=r, 
was the first Federal Aid Good Roads 
convention, called by the American Au- 
tomobile Association and held in Wash- 
ington, D. C., in January, and out of 
which have already come results far 
reaching and which give promise of 
greater things at no distant day. 

The Federal Aid convention formulat- 
ed the proposal for the appointment 
of a congressional committee to inves- 
tigate: and report upon the whole sub- 
ject of Federal participation in highway 
construction: The resolution providing 
for such a commission was adopted by 
Congress, the commission was appoint- 
ed and is now at work. 

The Federal aid sentiment, already 
strong in OCOngress, found further ex- 
pression in the appropriation of $500,000 
for the improvement of rural post roads, 
and the good roads enthusiasm stimu- 
lated and crystallizéd by the A. A. A., 
with the agricultural, business and 
highway associations co-operating, ‘as 
spread throughout the United States, 
so that the beginning of 1918 finds the 
Federal aid “question to be not one of 
whether the Government should spend 
national funds upon roads, but as to the 
form which such appropriations should 
take,

marched past the broad front of the 


State Capitol and hiked down State 
street to the Hampton Hotel at 4:80 
p. m. today. 

While Albany didn’t go wild over the 
entrance of the hikers it certainly: ex- 
hibited a lively curiosity. 
ers, grateful for good sidewalks under 
their feet' for the first time in many 
cays, trailed along while. hundreds of 
cheering Albanians followed in automo- 

bijes, carriages and on foot all evident- 
ly intent on catching sight of Gen- 
eral Rosalie, who trudged along after 
the reception committee of Albany ‘wom- 
en, her high rubber boots caked with 
dry mud and a smile of triumph on her 
face. Five of the six who started to 
walk all the way finished. 

Miss Rusalie Jones, who weighed 119

Tihe fault, however, was 
not theirs,"’ he added. “‘It wag the fault 
of the system, which fer’ 30 years had 
resulted in no adequate preparation for 
wars. The brigade commanders in our 


army in Cuba had never seen a brigade] 


m service since the Civil War, and then 

they were Captains and Lieutenants,” 
Col. Roosevelt said the non-commis- 

sioned officers and junior officers of the 

line who served in Cuba were “‘excel- 

lent.” 

Department Alright, Until War Came. 

Some bureau chiefs in the War De- 
partment before the war were da— 
clared by ex-President Roosevelt as 
“high minded, estimable gentlemen, 
but totally unable ‘to understand the 
conditions of modern warfare.” One 
ccmplained to him, he declared, that 
“his department was running alright, 
until the war came alone.” 

Another told him, he said, to “use 
the black powder because the smoke 
will hide your men.” 

“There is but one way to maintain 
peace,” continued the Colonel, “and 
that is by keeping our army and navy 
in such qa state of preparation that 
there will be no inducement for some 
one else to go to war with us.” 

Arbitration Goes Too Far.

It is, indeed, a giant and successful warship 
of the air, longer than many ocean liners, and 
capable of mounting two and one-half tons of 
cannon and nitroglycerin on the “battle deck’’ on 
top of the rigid gas bag. Car: ying this armament 
avd a crew of from twenty to thirty men, it can 
accomplish a steady rate of speed of 40 miles an 
hour, more than twice the velocity of a steamship 
aud equal to the speed of the heavy war aroplane, 
which can carry only three men and a light rapid- 
fire gun. 

The first St. Louis woman to enjoy the hovel 
sensation of a voyage in one of the airships with 
which Germany has won the acknowledged su- 
pretiacy of the sky was Mrs. Douglas G. Cook of 
$828 Washington botilevard. She admits a liking 
for experiences that are unusual, and when she 
was in Germany recently with her two young 
sons an aerial excursion appealed to her 
sense of adventure. , 

‘Mrs. Cook and her sons were at Baden-Baden. 
She discovered that many of those Who had come 
from the ends of the earth to take the waters 
Siso Were taking the sir. An. aeftial excursion 
paesenger service had been established. For a 
stipulated fare, amounting to about $50, any per- 
scn could take the air in a Zeppelin ship, up to 
a height of several thousand feet and across 
country 40 miles or so atid. back to the starting 
point.

“We found the ship, nearly 500 feet long, ready 
li) gO Up aad away,’ said Mrs. Cook. “The pas- 
senger car is swung below the middle of the 
great gas-holders, which are enclosed in alumi- 
num. The.car is several feet off the ground as 
the ship awaits the flight. We climbed up a sort 
of step-ladder into the car, which looks like a 
small Pullman coach. 

“The interior is cozily arranged. There are 
Wickerwork chairs ranged along the windows, 
facing eaeh other, at each side of the aisle. Poste 
extend down t..rough the airship above to the 
floor of the cabin, thus serving as supports. The 
cobin is Additionally secured in its place by 
strong steel wires, making it immovable even if 
some of tae supports should be broken. 

“The passenger car ig beautifully ffnished in- 
side. All,the metal portions are covered with 
mahogany. The panels and ceilings are made of 
the same wood. The ceiling is beamed, and the 
beams afe richly inlaid with mother-of-pearl, 
The floor ig carpeted. The windows are wide, 
giving the passenger an unobstructed outlook. 
The chairs are quite comfortable, and there are 
also little wickerwork tables, 

“There ig a buffet luncheon adjunct, and it is 
indeed a hoveélty to be served with food and 
drink far up above the earth. The trip is so 
short, however, Only an hour and a half or two 
hours, that one is not inclined to devote time to 
eating. when there is so much seeifig to do. The 
future of the Zeppelin, no doubt. embraces sleep- 
ing berths and dining car. The light luncheon 
now served is but a foreteste of the future feast 
to be spread in the aerial cafe car, 

“The day we took the trip was a delightful 
one, the air clear and calm,| the sun shining 
brightly. I took mv seat by a window and looked 
out upon the eurlous groundiings who were not 
going with us. Some of them seemed to pity us, 
others to envy ws. 

“T felt no sense of trepidation. My sensation 
at the start was rather that of exaltation—I was 
venturing Into a new realm of transportation, 
was going to ride in the air. As we arose there 
was no unpleasant motion of the ship. We Went 
up perhaps 3000 feet and sailed over the city 
end out above the farms and villages. | 

“The ship glided serenely. There was abso- 
litely no rolling, no rocliug, as on an ocean ves- 
sel. The winddWs belha closed, we could not 
even feel auy rush of air, though | was told that 
we were making about 37 miles an hour. 

“The noise of the powerful métors Was no 
more distracting than fs the noise made by the 
running of a railroad train.

Even the Zeppelins, 
which are In the passenger and mail service, are 
coustructed so that with a few horrs’ notice they 
can be converte! into battleships. 

The other nations, which are addressing them- 
selves to the aerial arm of warfare, are leagues 
behind Germany.

Had fortune permitted him to achieve an 
acgdemic degree this account of him, in all prob- 
ability, would have no reason for being. It is 
propinquity—-association—that builds romances, 
and the fact that Finley Shepard matriculated 
in the university of railroads instead of at 
Trinity College, Hartford, caused him to be as- 
sociated lately with the woman who is to become 
his wife. 

One of the guaintest of old New England towns 
is Saybrook, on the western bank of the beauti- 
fnl Connecticut River where the stream flows 
inte Long Island Sound. Some call it Old Say- 
brodk. It ig a village of perhaps 2000 inhabi- 
tants. It had just about that many.—and most 
of them were of the same family names then as 
now—when Finley Shepard was born there 45 
years ago the eighth of last October. 

Were Mr. Shepard a literary man instead of 8 
railroader, he might write “New Mosses From 
an Old Manse,” for he was born in the rectory 
of the Saybrook Episcopal Church, his father 
being the Rev. Peter I.. Shepard, rector. He 
was the youngest of six children. 

To one who has seen the place, Saybrook sug- 
geats Goldemith'’s “sweet Auburn, loveliest vil- 
lage of the plain,” where the good pastor was 
“nassing rich On 40 pounds a year.” The Rev. Mr. 
Shepard received something more than £40 sal- 
ary, but even in those days, when the cost of 
living Was low a®* compared to this period of 
soaring prices. the income of the Episcopal 
rector was insufficient to enable him to lay by 
enough to send all his children to college. 

Fiftley seems to have arrived at college age 
just whén the family exchequer got a setback, 
which bardly can happen to Miss Gould’s re- 
mited million-dollar income. Mr. Shepard, the 
bachélor of 46, assumed his aspect of Emerson- 


ian gravity when he was asked what college he 
attended. Also he gave voice to a bit of simple- 
life philosophy when he remarked: 

“Ministers generally are poor, and I suppose 
that is best, after all.” 

Having said which, he disdained to explain why 
he said it, but went on thus: 

“IT found, when I was 17 years old and ready 
for college, that our family funds would not per- 
mit me to enter Trinity, from which my father 
was graduated, without waiting a year or so. I 
had put up to me the problem of waiting a year 
before matriculating, or of going to work and 
not going to college at all. It was a serious 
problem. I debated it seriously for tio days and 
nights. I decided to go to work, and I did.” 

He had gone through the excellent public 
schools of Saybrook and had been tutored at 
home, so that he was qualified to enter the soph- 
omore class at Trinity. His father was well- 
grounded in Greek ‘and Latin, and he imparted 
much of his knowledge to his youngest son. 

“My father’s first lesson to me in Latin,” he 
recalled, “was the first 10 lines of Virgil's 
Aeneid—a rather solid start.” 

From the moment cf his decision to enter the 
university of hard knocks young Shepard has 
been a Middle Westerner, for he went to Chicago 
seeking employment. He studied surveying and 
handled the theodolite in the streets as an em- 
ploye of the city surveyor for two or three years. 

Mr. Shepard is called an athlete by his asso- 
ciliates in St. Louis. Though he hag been an in- 
door worker for a quarter of a century, he has 
not permitted sedentary occupations to reb him 
of the fine physical constitution he inherited 
from his forbears and fostered by open-air em- 
ployment as a surveyor in Chicago and by out- 
door boyhood sports at Old Saybrook. 

In Mr. Shepard's boyhood, when the bicycle 
was a rarity and the automobile was unknown,

calculated to develop muscle and lung power. 
Saybrook is located just right for boating and 
swimming.

His happiest memories of boyhood have to do 
with sailing boats out of the river-mouth into 
the sound and making port at Fisher's Island, 
Pium Island, Shelter Island, or in the harbor of 
New London 18 miles to the east of Saybrook, 
where on the rippling Thames the boy used to 
witness the ‘varsity boat races between Yale and 
Harvard crews. 

He became an oarsman himself. It is diffi- 
eult for a red-blooded youth to refrain from such 
exercise if he bappens to be living within easy 
reach of the great college aquatic event of the 
Fast.

He rowed in amateur races, both single and 
four-oared. Had he achieved his ambition to 
become a college man his lack of avoirdupois 
would have relegated him to the post of cock- 
swain, but as a member of the pickup home 
«rews on the lower Connecticut he pulled his oar 
with the biggest of the boys and made good. 

When he was a youth be also played football. 
For three vears he pitched on a baseball team. 
He visited Saybrook not long ago and met some 
of his old team mates.

That his bonuses have often been substantial 
is evident from the size of several of the individu- 
a. purses he has won. In 1911 he won the great- 
est race held annually in France, the Grand Prix, 
run at Longchamps, for a purse of $60,000. This 
year, riding as a free lance in England, he won 
in succession two purses of 16,000 guineas, or 
$50,000 each. The first was the Eclipse Stakes 
at Newmarket and the second was the Jockey 
Club Stakes at Sandown Park. 

In 1912 he rode 135 winners in France and 
eight winners in England. For three years, the 
period in. which he has been Vanderbilt’s chief 
jockey, he has consecutively led all the jockeys 
of France in the number of firsts he has won. 
He finished second so many times that he didn’t 
bother to keep count of them. 

After his initial mishap on the St. Louis track, 
OG Neill, while still a mere boy, proved that he 
had the elan and nerve to take first place among 
local riders. His work attracted the notice of 


Newton Bennington of New York, who, seven: 


years ago, owned a valuable string of horses. 
Bennington introduced the St. Louis youth to 


ment representing an investment of over a mil- 
lion dollars. Vanderbilt retained the St. Louisan 
as his chief jockey, and the connection has been 
bighly- profitable to both. 

O’Neill underwent as a child none of the fright- 
ful sufferings through poverty such as afflicted 
the boyhood of Tod Sloan and which probably ex- 
piained many of the eccentricities he displayed 
when at last fortune turned her golden smile upon 
him. O’Neill’s father was a well-to-do citizen, 
who owned his own horses, and his mother, a 
woman of refinement, afforded for him a home 
life unusually clean and wholesome. He did not 
pick up his knowledge of horses as a kicked and 
cuffed stable boy, like Sloan and Maher, but as 
a son playihg about his father’s stables. 

This influence was continued by his marriage, 
at the age of 19, to a charming New York girl. 
They have two children, Frank Jr., who is 5 years 
cld and is already a notable sprinter on his pony, 
and Ella, 2 years old, who was born in France.

These domestic surroundings, aided by his own 
natural good sense, have preserved O'Neill from 
the errors which turned the heud of the spectacu- 
lar and flamboyant Tod Sloan. O'Neill did not 
arrive in St. Louis with a retinue of retainers such 
as Sloan delighted to have follow him, but was 
accompanied by his family, with a French maid 
for the children. 

He wore no diamonds and none of the ex- 
pensive and boisterous garb with which Sloan re- 
joiced to decorate himself. He sported no seal- 
skin coat or top hat. His wife dressed neatly, 
but not elaborately. 

In his simplicity of attire and modesty of man- 
ner he proved that he belongs to a new school of 
American jockeys, and might, but for a slight 
curvature in his gait, a look of strain in his face 
and a sense of ‘“‘steel” in his hand, no larger than 
that of a boy, have been taken for a successful 
young business man, traveling comfortably but not 
ostentatiously with his family. 

O’Neill’s outlook on his profession is indeed that 
of the business man. He declared with evident 
satisfaction that there is no tendency in France, 
as there has often been in England and in the 
United States, to lionize a successful jockey, to 
make a popular hero of him. In the French 
newspapers, he said, the name of a rider is rarely 
mentioned. The jockey in France makes no fatal 
attempt, such as ruined Sloan, to exact a social 
equality with his millionaire employers, but re- 
erds himself as an employe,- self-respecting and 
liberally paid, to be sure, but still an employe. 

His appearance on the track, O’Neill says the 
French jockey recognizes, is not for the purpose 
of winning renown for himself, but to do a faith- 
ful day’s work for his employer and win us many 
races for him as possible. The French regard 
racing as a business, he says, so that, although 
Parisians may cheer a winner, the applause has 
none of the quality of frenzy and delirium which 
often characterizes it in England and America. 


In consequence, O'Neill practices a reserve to- 
wards newspapers which startles a reporter ac- 
customed to the usual loquacity of Americans 
who are celebrities in almost any branch of pro- 
fessional sport. It is difficult to wring from him 
the slightest information concerning himself. 
He does not conceive that his career can have 
more than a slight interest to the public. 

After he landed In New York the reporters, 
fired with the rumors of his fabulous earnings, 
scoured the city for him. But sto well did he 
evade them that several davs before he left the 
city they decided he bad aiready departed, and 
telegraphed West that he was then in St. Louis. 
A week later he stepped unheralded from a train 
at the Union Station and was met only by his 
father, mother and sister.

Elizabeth Masrallah, third-born of the Titanic 
babies, is very far removed in point of station 
‘In life from the two tiny boys who preceded her 
into the world. They are millionaires, they were 
millionaires before they were born; she is essen- 
tially poor. They belong to families renowned in 
finance and in politics; she is the daughter of im- 
migrants who were bound to America tO seek a 
rew foothold in a new world of opportunity for 
the poor. 

When the Titanic went down ‘it carried the fa- 
thers of the three, but it could not carry down the 
Astor millions, nor the Smith millions. Yet it did 
carry down on the person of Nicholas Masrallah 
all the savings of his years of labor, leaving Mrs. 
Masrallah penniless and alone,in a strange coun- 
try when the rescue ship Carpathia landed her at 
New. York. 

It is one of those strange coincidences which 
sometimes happen in the world that Mrs. Astor 
and Mrs. Masrallah—wives of multimillionaire 
and immigrant—were rescued in the same lifeboat. 
Mrs. Masrallah, who is a Syrian, has told the 
story many times since that fateful night. In. the 
Syrian colony in Cleveland, where the widow has 
found a home with her brother, Ellah Hakeem, 
the story of the meeting of the steerage passen- 
ger and the wealthy bride, both to widowed 
within the hour, has become a familiar one. 

In the. excitement that ensued amongst. the 
steerage passengers after the iceberg ripped open 
the hull of the Titanic, Mrs. Masrallah says she 
was torn from the arms of her husband and lifted 
into a lifeboat.

‘The young widow inherited this princely 
dwelling from her husband, together with income 
frem $5,000,000. In the will was provision for 
any child to be born of the union. The father 
left $3,000,000 to any such issue. The bulk of the 
estate, which has turned out to be about $65,000,- 
000, went to Vincent Astor, son of the testator by 
his former marriage. 

The Astor baby came. It was a boy, another 
John Jacob. In the event of the death of its elder 
brother without issue it is to inherit the estate in 
bulk. . It is said to be the most expensive baby 
ever brought into the world, for according to the 


reports, Dr. Hdward B. Cragin, who attended 


Mrs. Astor for about six weeks prior to and after 
the event, received $1000.a day for his services, 


or from $40,000 to $45,000.

and the date, “Dec. 2; 1912,” done in rold, orna- 
mented the boxes. 

While the new John Jacob Astor, first of the 
Titanic babies, thus was receiving his officiai 
start in life, in a humble home in Cleveland's 
Syrian quarter lay little Elizabeth Masrallah, 
born but the day before, in her mother’s arms. 
For Elizabeth there was in prospect no christen- 
ing party, with geld-lettered bonbon boxes for 
favors. For Elizabeth there was no $40,000 doctor 


in attendance. —* Elizabeth:-there was no al- 
lowance of $3333.33 a year for the first three years 
of life—that — the sum allowed for the Astor 
baby by his guardian, Egerton L. Winthrop Jr. 
For Elizabeth there was no $3,000,000, with its 
earnings, awaiting her at maturity. : 
Nevertheless, between the two mothers there 
was mutual recognition of fellowship. Shortiy 
after the Astor baby was born Mrs. Masrallah. in 
her own language, wrote to Mrs. Astor the fol- 
lowing fetter:
